AS IT A wmiscarriage of justice which resulted in Messrs. 
W Powell and Unwin being sentenced to jail? — If so, why? 
Was the publication of “The Bankers’ Toady” pamphlets justifi- 
able or worthy ot the type of men these two gentlemen are said 
to be? Was Mr. Duggan justified in asking for an investigation 
by the Legislative Assembly? — If so, was the Government justi- 
fied in refusing his request? — If the request had been granted, 
would it have. satisfied those maligned if properly conducted? 
Was it because a reasonable request was unreasonably refused, 
that torced General Greisbach to the remedies furnished py the 
Criminal Code? 

Opinions may differ, but we submit that the Govern- 
ment itself probably had as much to do with the ultimative con- 
viction of these two men as any other agency. Unfortunately the 
Government seems to have lost sight completely of its own course 
of action in the history of the cases.

LARGER SCHOOL UNITS 


HE DEPARTMENT OF Education is tq be congratulated on 
its determination to proceed gradually but persistently with 
thé organization of school units on the larger unit plan. Judging 
by all the official reports which have been submitted recently on 
the operation of those entarged units now in operation, the.results 
have shown increased efficiency and great economy in each and 
every one of them. In the face of these reports it is difficult to 
understand the justification tor the opposition shown by the School 
Trustees, Association. They scem bound to oppose whether the 
facts derived from actual experience prove favourable or otherwise 
Their opposition does them but little credit. 
~ As a plain matter of tact, the trustees oppose merely 
because the larger school unit plan takes away what little petty 
authority the trustees held over the fate and welfare of some 
countty. school teacher. That will now be in the hands of an ex- 
perienced supervisor with credit to the unit and fairness to the 
parties concerned. This by itself ought to result in greater effi- 
ciency. The figures submitted show that in every district econo- 
mies have been effected amounting in many cases to thorsands of 
dollars. . In view of the rising cost of education in this ‘Province 
and elsewhere anything tending towards relief of the already 
over-burdened tax-payer ought to be welcomed, instead :of re- 
jected. by those charged with the administration of our public 
spending bodies, and, in particular, school boards. 
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TEACHERS CONTRACTS 


NE OF THE main bones of contention at the recent conven- 
tion of the Alberta School Trustees Associathon arose over 


the matter of teachers’ contracts. The Alberta Teachers Alliance 
perhaps with some cause, argued successfully that teachers re- 
quired a greater degree ot protection from the peculiarities of 

rustees generally when if came to the cngagement and discharge 
of teachers. Admittedly in many cases there were flagrant cases 
of iniustice and tnreasonableness on the part of school boards 
without much redress so far as the teacher was concerned. 
that in our opinion did not justify the Department of Education 
in departing entirely from the principles underlying the law of 
Master and Servant, and. in converting contracts entered into’ for 
a term of time into continuous ones, nor of restoring the authority 
of the Board of Reference, even when the employing School Board 
had justification under the statute in discharging the teacher. The 
present situation is that-no matter how unsatisfactory the services 
of any given teacher may be, nor how desirous the Board may be 


of terminating its relationship with the teacher, it is nearly impos- |’ 


sible to do so, if the teacher, with all the might and power of the 
A.T.A. behind him or her. should decide to stand by the strict 
letter of the law. 
while the teacher ought to haye some measure of protection, we do 
think that in endeavouring to “grant. them that pretection 
the Department has gone to the, other extreme, thereby  ir:posing 
haidships and difficulties on the Trustees which they ‘ought not t 
be asked to assume,

had repudiated, but suspicion still lingers. 

It.is somewhat of a new story for a British country to 
follow doctrines of default and repudiation, There may be 
some people who think that such policies are all right and - 
that it is uncommonly smart to evade payments of proper 
debts. However, history has shown on numerous. occa- 
sions that if a country wants to preserve its strength it must 
maintain its credit. It has:also been shown that repudia- 
tion and default on the part of the government gives a bad 
example to the people and leads to a lowering moral stand-+

‘Arbitrary methods 
have not popularized a scheme which made no great appeal 
to trustecs at any time, An argument frequently heard is 
that under the enlarged plan, school districts which have 
managed to maintain themselves on a reasonable mill rate,
